Moly sew Borthy on the night of 14 October 1944 » before the 
latter *s anaistloe statonent over the Budapest rodlp* When 
he left Horthy asked hlci to deliver n verbal message to 
Pope, which was as foXlovs: Horthy knows the sentiments of 

the Pope towards Hungary. Eorthy has no further hope for " 
saving Hungary except for dlylne providence* He asks the 
Pope to pray for Hungary and its people, and for him (Eorthy) 
and his family. 



Pope was deeply moved by this last message of Borthy, 
He asked JSoly to tell about his mission, and Holy replied only 
that he went in by "American facilities. " 

Several days before seeing the Pope. Moly wrote a merao- 
randm to him on the subject, of his experiences in Hungary. 
This manorandum dealt only with strictly ecclesiastical 
matters end offered several suggestions to the Pope^ .The 
rna f yi x)olnt wasthat the Church should hot object to the land 
reform* The moaorandua also oallod the Pope's attention to 
the faot that if Catholloa do not collaborate with the pro- 
greaaive and detocoratio forces within Himgary, others who are 
working for the rebuilding of the country will exadudo these 
Catholics as fascists. The Pope, v^hen he saw Uoly, said that 
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he was in agrearaent with these suggestions. He was so^ 
atraid of or oonoernad about any radical refoxad» but 
repeatedly stressed his opinion that there la great daziger 
that Russian coemaunistlo inperlalism will, not be arrested. 
He told Moly that the Vatican has reoelyed such Indioatipns 
from each Russian controlled or oooi^ied coxxntry. "
